Curing the last th 
part. correspondent learned. The 
bank iners are not permitted to 
diecu buf the 
correspondent’sa informatiog was ob- 
tained from officials, from a man 
who has been connected with the 
People’s Bank for a number of years 
and fuom a lifelong friend of Jones. 

There were other overdrafts aAli- 
lowed by Jones and reports here 
have placed the total as high 
$100.000, but it ts doubtful if 
total greatly exceeds the amount of 
Cordia’s overdraft. The overdrafts 
were allowed through friendship 
and 4id not redotnd to the profit of 
‘Jones, as far as can be learned. 

Overdrafts Through Friendship. 

Cordia for years has been inter- 
ested in tiff. timber, ties and mine 
props, the chief products of 
section of the State. Tiff is the col- 
joquia! name for barytes ore, 
‘portant mineral. Cordia has acted as 
a broker or middleman in the sale 
of these products. For a time Jones 
was interested with him in the han- 
dling of tiff. involving the use of 
his own money. 

Since early last spring Cordia has 
been handling ties anj] timber on his 
own account, utilizing money fur- 
nished#y the People’s Bank through 
customary channel of bank 
' joans. It was this account that 
Jones permitted him to overdraw. 
Friends of Jones etress the fact that 
he was not interested financtally In 
Cordia’s timber deals. and that his 
friendship for Cordia was the sole 
reason for the unusual privilege ac- 
corded the latter. 

It is understood 
arranged to protect the People’s 
Bank for the amount of his over- 
draft and that the other overdrafts 
will be “covered” 4p some way. Bank 
directors eald they “thought” Cardia 
had arranged to protect his account 
The belief is that he has assigned 
‘to the bank bills of lading on tiles 
and timber sent to market, being the 
gsarne products for which he had 
jovedrawn his account.

During the war. the United 
States paid especial attention to the 
|people of Argentina and the Argen- 
tine Government, which indicated 
complete sympathy with the broad 
principles enunciated by President 
Wilson. The Argentine people ree- 
_Ognize the benefits that must result 
from the vindication of those prin- 
ciples if universally adopted. 

“It was but natural that ~there 
should be a divergence of opinion re- 
garding some features attending the 
settlement of war because of the 
difference in viewpoint. The people 
of the United States were confronted 
with issues that Argentina has not 
been compelled to meet. However, 
I personally entertain great admira- 
tion for the manner in which Mr. 
Wilson has approached the  prob- 
lems that were involved for his 
country.
